WASHINGTON JV-Th* United 
States has expelled two Russian 
UN diplomats on the ground they 
exceeded their authority in taking 
part in the return of five Soviet 
seamen to their homeland 1» days 
ago. 
The State Department late yes­ 
terday banded a protesting Soviet 
Ambassador 
Georgi 
Zarubin

Aleksandr K. Guryanov and Niko­ 
lai Turkin, members of the Rus­ 
sian United Nations delegation. 
The note also criticized the head 
of the delegation, Arkady Sobolev. 
The note said Guryanov and 
Turkin were guilty of "exceeding 
the scope of their official capa­ 
city” as members of the Soviet 
UJf. delegation’s staff. 
Under the 
U.N. 
headquarters 
agreement, the United States re­ 
served the right to take action 
against any foreign official -accred­ 
ited to his government’s U.N. del­ 
egation in New York City who 
engages in "activities outside of 
his official capacity.” 
While the U.S. note chided So­ 
bolev, it did not demand his recall. 
It went no further than to request 
Moscow to tell Sobolev and his 
staff to mind their U.N. business 
henceforth. 
Officials said Guryanov and Tur­ 
kin were guilty of improper action 
because their U.N. status did not 
permit them to go to the Idlewiid 
Airport, as they did with the sea­ 
men, and shepherded them through 
an immigration hearing as they 
left the country. If performed by 
a duly accredited consular official, 
such things are alh right. 
Russia closed its New York con­ 
sulate in 1948. 
In New York, U.N. sources said 
the international organization had 
been notified of the action in ad­ 
vance by the American delega­ 
tion. 
A secretary of the Soviet U.N. 
delegation said late yesterday no 
notification had been received at 
the deelgation mansion in New 
York, and that he could not com­ 
ment. He said Sobolev was not 
available.

It was the high 
court’s r u l i ng Monday which 
brought on the desegregation or­ 
der by National City Lines, parent 
company of the ¡Montgomery bus 
system. 
In the light of the divided opin­ 
ion now expressed by government 
attorneys, a bus company lawyer, 
Robert Thrun, indicated the com­ 
pany may take a second look at 
its desegregation decree. 
Before the effect of the Supreme 
Court ruling was questioned, Vice

conditions. 
Bins to b e acquired b y the Com 
modity Credit Corporation will b e 
used only for CCC owned grains 
and will relieve the pressure on 
warehouses in storage-slKM't » rem, 
thus permitting m or • effective 
handling of producer-owned grains. 
By acting early in announcing

Before you dioose a shade tree 
lor your prc^rty as part of your 
Clean-Up Plant-Up program, you 
lAwuld consult the tree growth ta­ 
ble and coordinate it with your 
bouse height, personal desires and 
program of liv ing.

Your type of house, ranch or 
two story*, will determine the right 
ultimate heigtit of the prospectiv e 
tree. An oak would rather dwarf 
a sma"!! rambler, for example. If 
your job appears stationary and 
permanent, so that your present 
house may be home for sev eral 
dwades, you can profitably pur- 
cha.se a tree which reaches ma­ 
turity slowly. Last, but obv iously 
not least, your personal likes in 
trees should influence your deci­ 
sion. 


Let’s look at the growth table. 
Fastest growing trees are sugar 
maple, American and green ash, 
cucumber tree, .American, Chinese 
and Moline elms, sweet gum, sil­ 
v er maple, sycamore, thornless 
honey locust and little leaf linden. 
They will grow 20 to 30 feet in 
ten years. 
Medium growth trees — those 
growing to approximately 15 feet 
In 10 years include black walnut, 
Norway maple, Engli.sh oak, red 
and pin oak, Amur cherry.

hickory, Kentucky coffee tree and 
white oak. 
Various 
coniferous 
ev ergreens 
also hav e different growing rates. 
IViugla.s fir, European larch, red 
pine. 
Scotch 
pine, 
white pine. 
Black Hills spruce. Norway and 
white spruce are rapid growing, 
reaching about 20 feet in 10 years. 
M’hite fir, Serbian spruce, hem­ 
lock and Austrian pine are slower.

With the cry fo r mo re do cto rs and 
health serv ices ringing in o ur ears, it 
is enco uraging to learn that the medical 
scho o ls are struggling v aliantly to meet 


the demand. 
This is the natio n’s first Medical 
Educatio n Week—April 2 2 -2 8 , and we 
are to ld that 2 8 ,5 8 3 y o ung men and 
wo men are in training to be do cto rs, 
co mpared to 2 4 ,02 8 at the end o f Wo rld 
War n. 
The graduating class in 1 95 5 
was 6,97 7 , co mpared to 5 ,1 3 6 ten y ears 
ago . 
Furthermo re, new medical scho o ls 
are o n the way . By 1 95 0, it is ex pected, 
this co untry will hav e 8 5 scho o ls, in­ 
stead o f 8 1 as at present. 
Perhaps 
the 
mo st interesting 
de­ 
v elo pment is the gradual bro adening o f 
the term “ medical educatio n” to include 
the unco v ering o f new kno wledge and 
the pro mo tio n o f new health standards. 
To day ’s medical co llege is mo re than a 
scho o l. It is a pulsating center fo r the 
stimulatio n o f the medical sciences, 
giv ing driv e and directio n to the march 
o f medicine. 
The scho o ls no t o nly teach 2 8 ,000 
undergraduate medical students each 
y ear, and graduate nearly 7 .000. They 
also teach 60,000 practicing phy sicians, 
ho spital interns and residents, family 


do cto rs, nurses, pharmacy and dental 
students and o thers taking medical 
subjects. 
In additio n, each y ear they co nduct 
research pro jects co sting nearly $60 mil­ 
lio n; pro v ide $1 1 5 millio n in free medi­ 
cal serv ice fo r 2 ,3 00,000 men, wo men 
and children; and furnish leadership 
and guidance fo r tho usands o f health 
o rganizatio ns and agencies. 
Ho wev er, there is ano ther side to the 
co in. All these activ ities and respo nsi­ 
bilities hav e added to the co st o f medical 
training. Av erage tuitio n to day is $8 00 
per y ear, tho ugh the to tal co st to the 
scho o l fo r o ne y ear’s training is at least 
$3 ,600. Tuitio n, already up 8 4 per cent 
since 1 94 0, still pay s but o ne-fifth o f 
the to tal. 
Naturally , the difference has to be 
made up. The minimum annual need o f 
the medical scho o ls to day is put at $1 0 
millio n. That is the amo unt being so ught 
by the Natio nal Fund fo r Medical Educa­ 
tio n. Indiv iduals can help by jo ining the 
Fund and sending their gifts to its head­ 
quarters at 2 West 4 6th Street, New 
Yo rk 3 6, N.Y. 
This mo ney is used to strengthen 
medical scho o l teaching and research 
pro grams and, in this way , guarantee 
steadily rising health and liv ing stand­ 
ards fo r the American peo ple. 


Wa sh in g to n Merry-Go ^Ro u n d -^ 
Peace Pro gress Slo w

WASHINGTON — It was ju st 11 y ears ago 
this week —noon, April 25, 1945—that a patrol of^ 
American riflemen pu shed throu gh the no-man’s 
land between the forward American and Ru s- 
fian lines and link ed u p with a Ru ssian patrol 
•B the east bank of the riv er Elbe. 
On that blood-soak ed riv er bank with the artil­ 
lery -shattered bodies of German women and 
children arou nd them, the Americans met a 
Russian patrol, embraced, offered a toast to 
friendship, and v owed that the fu tile tragedy of 
war which took the liv es of the noncombatant 
wo men and children strewn arou nd them, wou ld 
nev er happen again. 
That day was one to be remembered. 
For 
not only did American-Ru ssian forces join to­ 
gether on that occasion, bu t the United Nations 
organization held its first meeting in San Fran­ 
cisco that day — to consu mmate the pledge of 
those Ru ssian and American patrols. 
A lot has happened in the 11 y ears since then. 
A general named Eisenhower and a Ru ssian 
marshal named Zhu k ov later met in Berlin and 
tried to carry ou t the spirit of that riv er Elbe 
pledge. They work ed ou t a fair degree of co­ 
operation between American and Ru ssian troops. 
Ike In Mo sco w 
The genera! named Eisenhower went to Mos­ 
cow and told in his book , "Cru sade in Eu rope,’* 
how for fiv e hou rs he had stood on the tomb 
of Lenin watching 
a sports parade in Red 
Squ are. 
"No ne of us had ev er witnessed any thing 
remo tely similar," Ik e reported. "Ev ery k ind of 
fo lk dance, mass ex ercise, acrobatic feat, ath­ 
letic ex hibition was ex ecu ted with flawless pre­ 
cisio n, and apparently with greatest enthu siasm. 
The band, said to nu mber a thou sand pieces, 
play ed continu ou sly du ring the fiv e-hou r show. 
. . . . The generalissimo (Stalin^ appeared 
to 
enjo y ev ery minu te of the show. He inv ited me 
to hia side, and we conv ersed intermittently 
during the entire period." 
"Ov ershadowing all goals for u s Americans," 
the general named Eisenhower wrote, "was the 
contribu tion we locally might mak e toward es­ 
tablishing a work ing partnership between the 
United States and Ru ssia." 
Unqu estionably he meant what he said. That 
was the spirit of the times. 
Dee Is Acco sed 
The y ears passed. Times changed. The pic- 
tores of Eisenhower and Zhu k ov .sitting together 
were pu blished by his political enemies to show 
he was pro-Commu nlst. 
Nothing, of cou rse, 
cou ld hav e been fu rther from the tru th. 
Times changed again. The pendu lu m of fate 
swu ng back , influ enced by the death of a dicta­ 
tor, by pu blic opinion, by diplomatic fru stra­ 
tion. 
A President named Eisenhower once again 
met his co-commander named Zhu k ov . 
This 
tim^ in Genev a. Not mu ch was scored in tang- 
ft)le dinlomatic achiev ement, bu t mu ch was 
scored in creating a better atmosphere.

A lot has happened in the nine months since 
Genev a. The man whom Eisenhower stood be­ 
side for fiv e hou rs on Lenin’s tomb in 1945 is 
no longer a national hero. His body may ev en 
be remov ed from that tomb. The new leaders 
who now detract him hav e been tou ring Yu go­ 
slav ia, India, Bu rma. England. . . . Forty Am­ 
erican senators and congressmen last y ear tou r­ 
ed Ru ssia. . . . The .\merican ambassador to 
Ru ssia has made a v itally important report. 
Probably more has happened in these short 
nine months — that might change the shape of 
the world — than at any other single period 
since the first nine months following April 25, 
1945, the day when a patrol of American rifle­ 
men crossed the riv er Elbe at noon and mingled 
with their Ru ssian comrades amid the blood- 
soak ed bodies of German women and children. 
Among these important ev ents is the report 
of the U. S. ambassador Chip Bohlen. What he 
reported last week I do not k now. 
Bu t I do 
k now that prev iou sly he reported two dev elop­ 
ments or trends which cou ld change ou r rela­ 
tions with Ru ssia. They are: 
1. 
The Ru ssian people are sold on peace. 
They are so sold on peace that the Kremlin 
wou ld hav e difficu lty rev ersing this sentiment. 
To a considerable ex tent the Kremlin, pu r­ 
posely or otherwise, has been responsible for 
selling this idea; becau se it has told the Ru ssian 
people we are warmongers so repeatedly that, 
conv ersely , the Ru ssian people believ e the So­ 
v iet gov ernment is for peace. 
Since Genev a, 
when the pictu res of Bu lganin and flee were 
prominently shown arou nd Ru ssia, the Ru ssian 
people also believ e the USA is for peace. 
This has been the report of the U. S. ambas­ 
sador, a shrewd ex pert on Ru ssia. 
It is su b­ 
stantiated by many other Americans who hav e 
v isited Ru ssia lately . 
2. .\mbas.sador Bohlen has reported, with re­ 
serv ations. that it’s possible the Kremlin leaders 
hav e really come to believ e what they say —• 
namely , that another world war wou ld mean 
the end of civ ilization. 
His reserv ations are fhade becau se it’s obv i­ 
ou sly impossible to tell what is going on in the 
mind of the Kremlin. 
Howev er, if this is tru e — and some of the 
actions of the Kremlin leaders appear to bear 
it ou t - Then the United States may be in for 
a long period of precariou s peace; precariou s 
becau se it will be a continu ation of the cold 
war. and becau se the battle of ideas, propa­ 
ganda. and trade will continu e. 
This k ind of period, thou gh difficu lt, also car­ 
ries hope — hope that the initial joy of those 
who gathered on the east bank of the riv er 
Elbe may finally be fu lfilled.

Tru e, the cou rt didn’t say that 
in so many words. Bu t if the 
English langu age has any meaning 
the cou rt in effect ru led that segre­ 
gation on intrastate bu ses mu st 
end. Some of the confu sion is du e 
to the way the cou rt handled the 
case. 
For reasons of its own. the 
cou rt—ev er since ru ling May 17, 
19 54, against pu blic school segre­ 
gation — has giv en no reasoned 
(pinions in its su bsequ ent deci­ 
sions ou tlawing segregation in oth­ 
er fields, su ch as pu blic park s. It

W'e are daily shock ed by bank 
robberies, gas station holdu ps and 
the many other acts of v iolence. 
We talk abou t crime wav es and 
abou t delinqu ency — ju v enile and 
otherwise.

There is another ev il area in 
which many people sin almost as 
seriou sly as does the man who 
steals mere money or worldly 
possessions. 
This k ind of thief is the one 
who steals character, who de­ 
fames his brother, who slanders 
a stranger or who accu ses some 
innocent by stander. He robs some­ 
thing which cannot be replaced.

.A most interesting discu s.sion of 
air pollu tion — a su bject of increas­ 
ing importance — appeared in the 
New England Jou rnal of Medicine 
in March of this y ear. 
Du r indu strial civ ilization, say s 
the report, mak es it economical 
and conv enient to bu ild larger and 
larger cities in .smaller and .smaller 
areas and to design 
assembly 
plants employ ing thou sands 
to 
mak e better au tomobiles to go 
faster and carry more people. 
'The problem of air pollu tion or 
poisonou s smog is not lik ely to 
arise u ntil a city reaches 25,000 or 
more. Ev en then it is influ enced 
by other factors su ch as climate, 
geographic location, fu el u sed and 
indu stries present. 
It is certain, howev er, that air 
pollu tion is one of the consequ ences 
of increasing popmlation. 
Death-dealing smogs hav e occu r­ 
red in the Meu se Valley , Belgiu m, 
in 1930, in Donora, Pa., in October, 
1948, and in London early in De­ 
cember, 1952. 
The first two were responsible for 
alK)Ut 60 and 20 deaths, respectiv e­ 
ly . The fou r-day London smog 
cau sed some 4,000 deaths. 
It is qu ite clear that su ch danger­ 
ou s smogs as these, as well as the 
annoy ing ones which hav e been re­ 
ported from Los Angeles, New 
York , and other cities, are the re­ 
su lt of v ary ing conditions, some 
produ ced by natu r ^ and others 
man made. 
Natu re’s contribu tion is the oc­ 
casional dev elopment of a stable, 
qu iet atmosphere with what is 
k nown as temperatu re inv ersion. 
The latter means that. in.stead of 
the air cooling the higher it goes, 
it gets warmer for some distance. 
It has the effect of pu tting a lid 
on the atmosphere so that smok e, 
ex hau st fu mes, and other produ cts 
of indu strial society are k ept from 
escapting into the wider atmos­ 
phere. 
Man’s contribu tion v aries from 
place to place. In the London smog 
disaster, for ex ample, the chief 
cau se was assigned to inefficient 
open coal fires. The chemical con­ 
stitu ents of these fires inclu ded su l­ 
phu r diox ide gas as perhaps the 
most poisonou s agent. 
Althou gh it i.s too mu ch to ex pect 
that the climate can be changed, 
there 
are 
prev entiv e 
measu res 
which can be introdu ced. 
In this respect perhaps Pitts­ 
bu rgh has so far had the best rec­ 
ord. According to the New Eng­ 
land Jou rnal report, this city now 
points with pride to the fact that 
a transatlantic plane, after being 
u nable to land near New York or 
Boston becau se of poor v isibility , 
was accommodated at Pittsbu rgh. 


There are interesting sidelights 
to the problem. 
It was reportt*d that du ring the 
London fog. prize cattle in a show 
were badly affected bu t ordinary 
cattle in the same area were not. 
The prize animals were k ept clean 
while the ordinary ones for slau gh­ 
ter .stood in the familiar barny ard 
odor with fairly high concentra- 
tion.s of ammonia. 
It was assu med that the arn- 
monia neu tralized the .su lphu r di­ 
ox ide gas and hence gav e them the 
protection the prize animals did 
not receiv e. It was su ggested that 
people might be protected, too, if 
all of them cou ld hav e a damp 
baby arou nd the hou se.

Katy n Fo rest, in western Russia 
near SMo lensk, was the scene o f 
the mass murder in 19 40 o f mo re 
than 4,000 Po lish army o fficers 
who had been missing since the 
Po lish defeat in 19 39 . 
The Germans, who first repo rt­ 
ed the massacre during Wo rld War 
II, said the Russians did it. The 
So v iet 
go v ernment 
blamed 
the 
Nazis. An American co ngressio nal 
co mmittee held hearings fo r nine 
mo nths in 19 51-52 and laid the 
massacre at the do o r o f the Rus­ 
sians. 
The new 
repo rt fro m 
Po land 
say s the Warsaw go v ernment has 
established a gro up to inv estigate 
and can be ex pected to make a 
repo rt in J une, which might be 
made public. 
If the repo rt is true, it co uld 
mean the Po les Intend to white 
wash the Russians. Such a step 
wo uld stem fro m the fact that the 
denunciatio n o f Stalin and rev ela­ 
tio n o f so me o f his crimes has 
wakened bitter memo ries in Po -

MINNEAPOLBI (IL—Upward re- 
of fluid milk prices paid 
farm« *« 1» necessary to forestall 
“chaotic market conditions,” an 
Iowa producer told a special de­ 
partment of agriculture hearing 
yesterday. 
Harold McGinnfai, president of 
the 
Eastern 
Iowa 
Co-operative 
Dairy Producers, said dairymen 
in his area had been placed at a 
disadvantage by recent depart­ 
ment price orders. 
McGinnis pointed out that the 
new April 16-June 30 price level 
in the Quad Cities area is $4 34 
per hundredweight for fluid milk, 
$4.24 in the Dubuque district and 
$3.87 for the Cedar Rapids-Iowa 
City territory. 
As a result. McGinnis said, pro­ 
ducers are shifting into the higher 
price areas with “resultant in­ 
stability and disorder that could 
retard the best development of the 
dairy industry in eastern Iowa.’’ 
Spokesmen for nine other mid- 
western milksheds supported an 
average 50 cents per 100 pounds 
boost in basic allowances, an in­ 
crease they estimated would cost 
consumers about one cent per 
quart. 
Citing a “strike” by producers 
in the Detroit area earlier this 
month, Glenn Lake, president of 
the M i c hi g a n Milk Producers 
Assn., said the raise was needed 
to insure futur« orderly market­ 
ing. 
WiUard J. Grant, of the Ne- 
braska-Iowa Non-stock Milk Assn. 
said there had been some talk 
about farmers withholding milk 
from the Sioux City, Iowa area in 
dissatisfaction over low prices. 
Spokesmen for the Twin City 
(Minneapolis-St. Paul) Milk Pro­ 
ducers Assn. said the upward ad­ 
justment was needed “to safe­ 
guard milk supplies and forestall 
acts of violence such as cropped 
up at Detroit.” 
Vernon Sjoquist of the Spink 
County Dairy at Redfield, S.D., 
the increase, said he had heard no 
collective demand for it from 
farmers in that ares. He said he 
expected buyers to 
resist any 
raise. 
Three Sioux Falls, S.D. dairy­ 
men agreed with Sjoquist. Alvin 
Schock said farmers g (Â 10.1 per 
cent more income from milk last 
year than in 1954. 
’Two others, D. W. Sutherland 
and Ralph Rogers, said not only 
was there no emergency but that 
milk supplies were entirely ade- 
qute at present price levels.

Time, W eather 
Put a Crimp 
In Economy

NEW YORK (4^-Time and the 
weather are messing up some 
parts o( the economy. 
Large and economically import­ 
ant sectors are having a cold and 
wet spring. This delays crop plant­ 
ing, affects commodity markets, 
shrinks sales of such warm weath­ 
er items as 
autos and spring 
suits — and benefits fuel dealers. 
Time—or, rather, man’s tinker­ 
ing with nature—will spread con­ 
fusion in some industries 
next 
Sunday when many industrial and 
financial centers go on daylight 
saving time. 
Transportation s e r v i c e s will 
have, to decide where and how 
much to alter schedules between 
places that do and places that 
don’t change over for the summer. 
News services will also be re­ 
porting some things—like the New 
York Stock Market—an hour earli­ 
er for papers in standard time 
cities, and other tilings—like sport 
events in old time regions—an 
hour later for papers going to 
press on new time. 
Television and radio programs 
will have to be arranged, as best 
as possible, for a mixed audience. 
In some states where they have 
a sort of local option on daylight 
time — some industrial centers 
switching over and other parts of 
the state leaving the clocks alone 
—things can get really confused.

Whiteman AFB’s $860,000 hosp ital 
celebrates its first anniversary this 
month. Modern in every detail, the 
medical center has p erformed a 
vita! service to the success of this 
Eighth Air Force installation since 
it op ened Ap ril 9, 1955. 
Located in the northwest corner 
of the base away from the noisb 
and activity of the flight line this 
building has had a very busy sche­ 
dule during its y oung life. 
During its first y ear the 4236th 
» USAF hosp ital has treated 26,996 
Whiteman iwrsonnel and dep end­ 
ents. Its obstetrical ward has been 
the scene of 311 births and surgical 
op erations have been p erformed on 
160 rp ersons over the one y ea 
p eriod. 
The food service kitchen at the 
hosp ital whose duty it is to p re­ 
p are the intricate menus required 
for p atients, serves an average of 
2.939 meals each month. Average 
p harmaceutical needs for p atients 
cost $3,000 p er month and sp ecial 
drugs which are used for unusual 
cases cost $263 monthly . 
The building is classified by the 
Air Force as a 50-100 bed hosp ital. 
In other words, the hosp ital at the 
p resent 
time 
accommodates 
50 
beds, but due to the large equip ­ 
ment such as the laboratory , X- 
ray , surgical, dining facilities etc. 
the hosp ital can handle 100 bed 
p atients should the necessity arise, 
by just adding the actual bed 
sp ace. 
A sp irit of teamwork p revails as 
military 
and 
civilian 
p ersonnel 
work together in p erforming the 
imp ortant and essential tasks an 
efficient hosp ital must be able to 
carry out. 
The obstetrical ward is located 
in a sep arate wing of the hosp ital 
building and has two large delivery 
rooms fitted out with all the latest 
equip ment. The nursery has incu­ 
bators for the care of p remature 
births, there is a formula p rep a­ 
ration room and tw o-bed wards 
able to accommodate up to ten or 
12 p atients. 
The ward can handle 30-35 rou­ 
tine normal OB cases p er month. 
Every effort is made by White­ 
man's hosp ital to have the same 
doctor the p atient has been seeing 
during her p re-natal p eriod make 
the delivery . This is believed to be 
a big morale factor for the p atients 
and the doctor is naturally more 
familiar with the p atient’s condi­ 
tion under this sy stem.

Petli»s 
County 
farmers 
helped 
maintain the fertility level of their 
soils by adding 5,765 tons of plant 
food in the first six months of 
1955. reports the Middle West Soil 
improvement 
Committee, 
in 
a 
statement based on compilations 
by the University of Missouri. 
For Missouri as a whole, total 
fertilizer use was 411,345 tons in 
the first half of this year, the 
statistics show. 
“ The steady increase in fertil­ 
izer use in Missouri in recent 
years,” says the committee, “is 
indicative by the fact that farm­ 
ers used six times as much fer 
ttlizer in the first six months of 
1955, as in the entire year of 
1949. when consumption amounted 
to 364.677 tons. 
“ Missouri 
farmers 
are 
using 
more fertilizer because they real 
ize that it benefit* them three 
ways: 
“ 1—Fertilizer 
helps 
farmers 
beat the present cost-price squeeze 
by producing higher yields of corn, 
small grains, hay, pasture, meat 
and milk per acre at a lower 
cost, thus boosting net profits per 
acre; 2—Plant food is a high pay­ 
ing investment that can return 
as much as $3 to $5 for each dollar 
spent; 3—Fertilizer is essential in 
any soil building or conservation 
program designed to keep the fer 
tility level at high crop-producing 
averages.

Robert Clou gh, who served as 
cou nty agent in Pettis Cou nty from 
1923 to 1928 and is now head of 
the 4-H department of the Univer­ 
sity of Missou ri, Colu mbia, was the 
speaker at the ru ral-u rban dinner 
meeting of the Rotary Clu b Monday 
night at Both well Hotel. 
There are no better people than 
In Pettis Cou nty said Clou gh as he 
reminisced a little abou t people he 
had worked with, both in Rotary 
and in his job as cou nty agent, and 
things that had happened du ring 
his years here. 
Tlie 4-H program, said the speak­ 
er, is very mu ch better now. It 
has the same hard core, bu ilt 
arou nd projects, which, he explain­ 
ed was when boys and girsl u nder­ 
took a common ordinary job to do 
it well. The 4-H clu bs, he said, 
originated in 1914 and the idea then 
was to keep the boys on the farm, 
bu t today. Clou gh continu ed, we 
mu st face the fact that it can’t be 
done entirely. More will leave the 
farms, and some will operate farms 
as an occu pation while others will 
operate part-time to meet the needs 
of agricu ltu re. In 1938, the 4-H or­ 
ganization became geographic and 
members cou ld choose projects 
better to their liking, with the re­ 
su lt of a better recreation and 
health programs in grou p effort. 
Wherever girls and boys go or 
whatever they do. they will work 
with people, and throu gh 4-H clu bs 
they are giveh an opportu nity for 
experience to 
i n c r e a s e their 
achievements. There are no exami­ 
nations bu t the projects mu st be 
finished. That is the kind of edu ­ 
cation 4-H offers, the speaker said. 
Today, Clou gh continu ed, we are 
thinking more of the matu rity level. 
4-H from ten to 18 years of age 
is a wide span, and it is hard to 
try to bu ild a program to meet all 
ages and so they are trying to 
bu ild a program to meet all ages 
of development with the older 
ones a c c e p t i n g responsibility. 
Adu lts, he said, make a grave mis­ 
take when they u nderestimate the 
ability and talents of the older 
you ngsters and fail to give them 
responsibility. This, he says, does 
not deevlop leadership. 
Clou gh complimented P e t t i s 
Cou nty and stated this cou nty had 
one of the best 4-H programs in 
the state. There are at present 580 
4-H members in 31 clu bs enrolled 
in 45 different projects. The ages 
are from ten to 21. The program 
is sponsored by the agricu ltu re ex­ 
tension service of the University of 
^ Missou ri College of Agricu ltu re.

NEW YORK 
Amid the chor­ 
u s of rising confidence that still 
better times lie ahead you can 
catch a few notes of cau tion to­ 
day — if you ’re the type who 
cares to listen. 
Most b u s i ne s s leaders are 
stressing the bright ou tlook. How­ 
ever, 
a few warn their stock­ 
holders that the boom cou ld ru n 
into moments of rou gh going. 
The hesitancy of late in the 
stock market gives some pau se. 
The late spring in many parts of 
the land dashes some hopes—par­ 
ticu larly among those who had 
looked for a better revival in au to 
sales and home bu ilding. 
Rising costs worry many manu ­ 
factu rers. Some stockholders won­ 
der if this cou ld foresha<tow a 
leveling off in corporate profits 
after their long rise. 
Tighter credit and climbing in­ 
terest rates are bothering the fi­ 
nancial 
officers of corporations 
who are seeking to raise new 
capital. 
Many sales execu tives, particu ­ 
larly among the metal produ cers, 
wonder how mu ch of their back­ 
log (rf orders represents inventory 
bu ilding, carrying the chance of a 
drop in demand later on if cu s­ 
tomers’ own sales shou ld slip. 
In recent days execu tives of top 
steel, alu minu m and copper com­ 
panies have pointed to signs of a 
balance of su pply and demand 
ahead. 
Easing of shortages of these 
metals wiU be a boon to many 
manu factu rers, 
especially if 
it 
also means an easing of the u p­ 
ward pressu re on prices. Bu t bu si­ 
ness 
observers 
will watch the 
movement 
closely, 
since many 
times in the past the metals have 
made their big spu rt at the end 
of a rise for the economy a« a 
whole. 
The oil inu stry is watching ris­ 
ing stocks of cru de od and its re­ 
fined produ cts.

In general, it appears to nrany 
that what may lie ahead is an­ 
other o f those periods of “rolling 
readju stments” that bu siness has 
known since the war. The chief ad­ 
ju stments right now are in au tos, 
bou sing and inventories.
